cardiuals to the cons'story, When the’hour 
atrives, the master of ceremonies notifies 
the Pope, putting in his hands the allocu- 
tion, and a little paper on which is written 
the order of business té-be transacted in the 
evuneil, Oa the entrance of the pontiff, the 
cardinals rise and femain standing until 
their chief has taken his seat on a throne es- 
pecially prepared for the oecasion. At this

Some modifications of the telephone have 
been brought to the notice of the Academy 
of Sciences, Paris, by M. Brignet.

Instead of the i 
bar, one of soft iron is used. In the cirenuit 
a battery of two laclanche elements ia 
ed, and the place vibrated by the voice causes 
vibrations in the black lead, and so in the 
resistence of the cirenit and the intensity of 
the peamanent current. Thus attractions and 
non-attractions are produced in the electro- 
magnet of the receiving end, and the sound 
of the voiceis made audible. 


Mr. Jablochkoff's electric candice, although 
very ingenious, must be still further improv- 
ed before it can come into general use, Mr. 
Tehipalef says that in order to give the 
best result, that kind of candle requires . 
netic electric machines with a changeable 
current, and they are much more expensive 
than the machines with constant current. A 
candle 0.12 metres long will burn 30 min- 
utes long, giving a light equal to 250 normal 
candles. and costs 50 centimes, so that a 
light of 1000 caudles costs 4 francs an hour, 
besides the ex of workingthe machine.
